Aloe, speaking in the Bighth, 
Third and Twenty-second Wards,

proved the 6-cent fare, and as the | 


a Democratic Goyernor, had 
State Supreme Court, also Democrat- 
ic, had upheld the commission's 
right to approve the fare, 
sponsibility rested on the Democratic 
party. 

Garrison, speaking at Hibernian 
Hall, 3619 Fimney avenue, declared 
that the Republican city administra- 
tion did not show sufficient persist- 
ence in its effort to contest the 6- 
cent fare. He said the fight should 
shave been made on the ground of 
the company’s contract with the city, 
embodied in its franchise, and that 
an appeal should ‘shave been taken 
from the State Supreme Court to the 
United States Supreme Court, under 
the ‘clause of the Federal Constitu- 
tion which provides that no statute 
shall be valid which impairs the ob- 
ligation of a contract. 

Garrison Draws Comparison. 

Garrison contrasted the action of 
the St. Louis City Counselor, in this 
respect, with that of the city Law 
Department of Kansas City, which 
pleaded the contract feature in its 
hearing before the State Supreme 
Court, and was thus enabled to make 
an appeal, on this ground, to the Su- 
preme Court at Washington. 

“The Mayor and City Counselor,” 
Garrison said, “failed to perform 
their plain duty in not having the 
city’s rights protected by a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court 
upon this question, where it should 
have been taken, and where proba- 
bly it would have been settled in the 
people's favor. 

“This presents a question proper- 
ly to be decided by the Federal Su- 
preme Court, which had full jurisdic- 
tion to deotde this point, so impor-

Secretary Ate “Good Meal’ With 
Soldiers and Found No Rea- 
son for Criticism. 


By the Associated Press. 
REST, March 26.—Secretary of 


the Navy Daniels after his investiga- 
tion of camp conditions at Brest, 
Monday, gave the Associated Press 
the following: 

“T have spent a portion of two 
rainy days in the camp at Pontone- 
zen and it rains 330 days out of the 
year~here. I have seen more than 
50,000 American troops encamped 
here waiting for embarkation home 
and have conferred with scores of 
officers and men just from the front. 

“This morning I walked for miles 
on a solid board walk from tent to 
tent in which the marines are quar- 
tered and in the wooden barracks 
where the soldiers sleep. I visited 
the modern kitchens and dining- 
rooms and saw where dinner for 
5000 marines was prepared in one 
of the 12 kitohens. This large num- 
ber is fed in 40 minutes and just as 
many are fed in the 11 other kitch- 
ens, 

Ate With Soldiers. 

“T sat upon the beds of the sol- 
diers, and ate my midday meal with 
them. The meal was well cooked, 
palatable and plentiful and tasted 
as good as any meal I ever ate in 
my life. The midday meal éonsisted 
of a large helping of roast beef, 
mashed potatoes, stewed carrots, 
rich meat gravy bread pudding with 


raisins, two large slices of white 
bread anl a large cup ot coffee. 
Over the entrance of each of the din- 
ing halls is a large sign in French 
which freely translated means that 
you can have as much food as you 
want and go home right away. 

“The soldiers were happy when I 
told them that Rear Admiral Hal- 
stead had just received a message 
that the first German transports to 
carry American troops home had 
been commissioned with a navy crew 

and that others would follow, the 
| navy personnel already having ar- 
rived on this side. 

“The bigness of Pontanezen Camp 
is hard to understand until you see 
the tented and barrack-covered city. 
Speaking of tents, I went into a score 
of them. Not a drop of water can 
fall into any of them. The tents are 
well drained and each one has a 
stove and is warm and comfortable 

“Ag an illustration of the magni- 
tude of its operations as many as 
8000 troops are received some days 
and as many as 17,0009 are embarked 
in a single day. Twelve thousand 
will embark on Wednesday on the 
Leviathan alone. 

50 Miles of Board Walks. 

‘In two trips over the camps here 
I walked about while it was raining, 
but 560 miles of board walk made it 
possible to visit all parts of the camp 
without inconvenience. Every man 
in camp has a bunk, mattress and 
five blankets. Every tent is squared 
by wooden framing and has a wood- 
en floor and stove. I found an am- 
ple supply of fuel available for ail 
the stoves in the camp. I found 
bathing facilities sufficient to give 
each man two baths a week and 
laundry facilities ample for clean | 
underwear twice a week. 

“IT found 12 amusement places in | 
Operation which last week enter- | 
tained 130,000 men. I can see no 
reason for criticism of this camp, 
but more to praise than in any camp 
I have visited in the United States. 
I found the c¢mbarkation facilities 
ample and above criticism. 

“I wish to congratulate the War 
Department on the ability of Major- 
General E. A. Helmick, who is com- 
manding General of the base section 
of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. He has executive ability, 
vision and discipline with sympathy. 
The commanding general of the 
camp is Brigadier-General Smedley 
LD, Butler. 

“If the mothers of America could 
have been with me yesterday and to- 
day they would have been happy 
that their sons have such leaders.”’

ery new-born child. 

“This has proven in thousands of 
experiments to be a preventive of 
blindness from this particular cause. 
The medical profession admits the 
wisdom of the treatment, but doc- 
tors find that a law compelling it is 
necessary on account of the sensi- 
tiveness of a great majority of par- 
ents, many of whom are ignorant of 
the causes of the inflammation.

High Coal Price Delays Buying. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In a recent issue is an item requesting 
the public to now lay in its supply of coal 
for next season, on account of lack of 
orders and present sufficiency of supply 
on hand. Nothing is said by the Fuel 
Administration of hold-up prices of $5 
per ton for coal mined at our doors.

JUST A MINUTE 


THE BIRTHDAY OF A MAN OF MANY 
UNHAPPY RETURNS. 

From the New York Sun, March 19. 

HIS is William J. Bryan’s birthday 

He is only 69. If to some he seems 
older it is because he sprang to the front 
at 36. That Democratic national con- 
vention of 1896 seems very long ago, 
perhaps because all the men Bryan thrust 
aside with his cross of gold speech are 
dead or politically forgotten. They were 
Bland of Missouri, Pattison of Pennsyl- 
vania, Matthews of Indiana, Boies of 
Iowa, Stevenson of Illinois, Blackburn of 
Kentucky and McLean of Ohio. All vet- 
erans then, but the Boy Orator swept 
them away with a few furious words. 

In after years the Democratic oldsters 
seemed to be revenged. Whenever they 
thought the case was hopeless Bryan was 
nominated, but there was never need for 
another wonderful speech. In 1900 Bryan 
was named by acclamation; in 1908 he | 
' took the prize from John A. Johnson of 
Minnesota on the first ballot with ridicu- | 
lous ease. In 1904 nobody voted for) 
him; in 1912 he had one vote. | 

A year before the convention of 1920 
Mr. Bryan finds himself, of all the can- 
didates for the Democratic nomination in 
the conventions between 1896 and 1908, 
both inclusive, the only live one left with 
a look in for next year. Of the strivers 
of the 1912 convention there remain as 
eligibles—outside of Mr. Wilson—Champ 
Clark and Oscar W. Underwood, not to 
mention Thomas R. Marshall and Wil- 
liam Sulzer. 

Mr. Bryan is three years younger than 
the President and 10 years younger than 
Champ Clark. He is three years older 
than William G. McAdoo and 12 years

Public Service Contracts. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Why should the valuation of the United 
Railways be made a factor in changing 
the street. railroad fare, which was estab- 
lished by the contract made with the city 
when thé Railways company was granted 
its franehise? Why should the increased 
cost of labor and materials be a factor 
in changing the fare? Why should the 
Public Service Commission have power to 
change the fare established by contract 
with the city? When the Pierrepont Mor- 
gan Co, makes a contract with the Du 
Pont Powder Co., say for instance, for | 
$100,000000, neither party can go into 
court and plead extra cost of operation, 
errors, ‘plundering of its company or 
overcapitalization, nor any other reason 
whereby the complaining company will 
lose money through carrying out its con- 
tract. 

Why not, as is proper, make the United 
Railways live up to its contract, no mat- 
ter what the cost, as any other contractor 
is oblige® to do, and if it can not exist let 
it go into bankruptcy as another con- 
tractor does in the same condition. Then 
ask for bids for some other company to 
carry on the street railways business and 
let a fair bidding determine what the 
fare should be. It might be only 3 cents. 
The United Railways Co. is a monopoly 
and by its nature precludes competition. 
Only the obligations of its contract can 
eause the company to be economical in 
its purchases; why should passengers pay 
the cost-6f mistakes in buying or graft 
in buying “power or equipment. We want 
service under the contract, not a determi- 
nation as to profits. Why {s capital in a 
public service corporation sacred while 
ethers with larger amounts involved must 
live up to the law of contracts?

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MR. M’ALLISTER’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Attorney-General McAllister has a grave responsibility 
and an important duty to perform in answering the 
questions put to him by Chairman Arnold on behalf of 
the Board of Election Commissioners. If he decides 
that a recall election can be held under the State elec- 
tion laws, of which we have little doubt, he must decide 
the question of the legality of the methods adopted by 
the board to determine whether signatures to petitions 
are genuine. Under the ruling of the board the ques- 
tion of the validity of signatures is left to the judg- 
ment of the checking clerks. They are empowered 
to determine upon their examination and judgment 
whether the handwriting on the petitions is similar to 
the handwriting in the registration books. There is no 
pretense even that the clerks are experts in handwriting. 
The decisions are not those of experts qualified by 
training and practice to distinguish similarity or dis- 
similarity in signatures; but of inexperts of all degrees 
of inexperiness. The signatures are written under wide- 
ly dissimilar conditions, yet these inexpert clerks de- 
cide whether these signatures are genuine and thus! 
decide whether or not the recall petitions are sufficient 
to justify an election under the law. 

This ruling put the whole question of the right of 
the people to express their will in a recall or referen- 
dum vote in the hands of clerks hired at random to 
check the lists. If the signatures are not genuine they 
are forgeries, punishable by law. If they are genuine 
the signer has as sacred a right to have his name 
counted as to have his ballot counted. Oueht voters to 
be denfed this right by such a farcical proceeding? 

If the validity of signatures to petitions under the 
referendum, initiative and recall laws is to be thus de- 
cided the way will be open for partisan or corrupt offi- 
Cials to defeat the popular will and to deny voters 
their legal rights at will and these laws are mockeries.
